two shots from a policeman's revolver
brought a highwayman to a standstill,
while the handcuffs were locked on hli
wrist.

All the while that Policeman John
O'Connell of the Wist One Hundredth
street ttatlon house was closely pressing
the man. who given his namu as Bernard
Cullen, unJ slowly overhauling him, a
stalwart citizen, standing over six fcot
tall, was hanging on to another desper-
ado on One Hundred and Sixth sueet.

Doyle Caught a "Bad" Man.
Kdward Doyle of No. 302 West One

Hundred and Twelfth street was the
stalwart citizen and he was hanging
on to a bad man of tho West, who Is
known to tho police of this city and
of Cleveland and of several other
places In the Middle West as Spencer
Gray, a dangerous criminal. Ills "rec-
ord" Is long enough for a half dozen
averago criminals.

It Is due to Doylo that both men
wore captured, lie'wus walking alon
One Hundred and Ninth street when
ii" noticed three men engaged In an
.ltorc.itlon. Ono of tho men, who
.coined to bo under the Jnlluence of
liquor, was struggling against two
other men. The (oiler of the two men
who were battling with their victim,
who later described himself as Peter
Connors of No. 1000 Amsterdam ave
nue, had him by the throat, and the
other, Cullen, was going through his
pockets,

Doylo ran to the corner and found Po
liceman O'Connell, who hastened to tho
scene of the hold-u- He found Connors
on the sidewalk, bleeding from a slight
cut on the neck which had been Inflicted
by Gray. Both of tho men had disap
peared, but half way up the block Po
llceman O'Connell found Connors' watch
and chain, which the men had thrown
away as they saw the pollcuman ap-

proaching.
O'Connell made a hasty search for the

highwaymen and found them In a
saloon. They broke for tho street
through a sldo door, with tho policeman

Policeman Grabs Gray.

DENIED BIG DOCKS,

TO QUITTH1S PORT

Extensions Refused by War

Department, New London

May Gel Atlantic Traffic.

GIANTS CAN'T LIE HERE.

New Rival of Montauk Point

Plan Convenient

and New York.

WASHINGTON. Mnrch
has been refused to steamship lntcresti
In New York to extend their piers Into
the Hudson Hlver to the 1,000-fo- mark.
This recommendation of tho Harbor Line
B"rd of the Arrtiy Knglneer Corps was
made known y In its report to the
Secretary of War on the application of
the steamship lines.

The application before the board was

that of the lnternatlon il Mercantile
Marine Company, made Dec. E last,
for permission to extend about 100 feet
two of Its piers In the Chelsea district.
There was also the application of the
Hlparlan (lommlsslon of New Jersey.

Touching the lack of docking facili-
ties for the Cunard ship now
building, the report says:

"It Is evident that the extreme length
of ship possible has not yet been
reached, while the maximum length of
pier possible has already been exceeded
by the length of ships under construc-
tion."

Big Lines Will Quit Port.
G. P. Sumner, general manager In

America, for the Cunard Steamship Line,
y declared thnt, as a result of the

flovernment to permit tho
of the piers in the Hudson Hlver,

the Cunard and White Star lines will
l.ave to abandon New York n a port of
entry for the big liners now under con-
struction.

"If there Is no appeal from tills de
cision." said Mr. Sumner, "the only al
tentative for both tho Cunard and White
Star lines Is to leave New York. Since it
liocame known that there was opposition
to our application wo have had several
offers.

"Boston will do anything we ask to get
us to come there. There are railroad
Interests which are desirous that Mon-
tauk Point h selected, but I believe that
New London, Conn., offers tho best har- -
nor. i no railway laciiuies were aid
llrst clues, and It Is near both lljston
and New York,

"We do not want to leave New York,
bu if we are to be driven out we will
flnu welcome In other ports. We .are
only the right to extend our
piers 100 feet further than thoy oro at
present. Unless this extension Is made
It will bo physically impossible for us
to dock our big boats. With Ice In thj'
river and a north wind blowing these
big boats would bo in danger at the
present docks.

Bring $20,000,000 a Year Here.
"The iunaru tine spends ji.ow.ojg a

year for supplies, rent and salaries In
New York, The people we bring In
here spend enough to swell the sum to
JM.OOO.'OO."

The proposed change In the length of
the docks In tho city of New York from
800 to 1,C) feet closely followed tin
launching of tho Olympic of tho Whlu
Star line, at Belfast Oct. 10 last. The
White Star Line, which Is n part of the
International Mercantile Marine Com
pany, In u letter dated Dec, 5,
placed before the feeciutary of War tin
fact that this ship and her sister ship,
the Titanic, would bo placed In th
transatlantic trade some time tnii
spring.

J. Plcrpont Morgan, who Is largely
Interested In tho 'company, made n trip
to Washington to urge tho granting ot
tho petition, and Mayor Gaynor and
Calvin Tomklns, Commissions of Docks,
signed the application. a

It was stated In tho company's letter
ihnt the now ships would bo nearly two

feet long, and that the present piers
would only permit the whips to protect
part of their hulls, loavlng eighty-tw- o

feet Jutting Into the water, In danger of
collision with passing craft und with the
lloUaui of the river

Rig Channel, Little Docks.
The Utter further urged that the

Government had deepened Ambrose
Channel so as to make the entry of the
largest ships Into this port possible,
and that thU work would be wasted if
